INFLATION: WHAT IT 
(REALLY) MEANSTO 
YOU 
For a 
long time some 
economists 
have recognized 
inflation as a political rather 
than economic problem, or, one 
might say, a method of social 
warfare that can be operated in 
the dark of public ignorance. Of 
course, in addition to the pur­ 
pose of inflation for social 
warfare, the practical abolition 
of the public debt by inflation 
played its role in many nations. 
Governments 
do 
not 
go 
bankrupt even in cases of most 
outrageous 
mismanagement; 
they simply inflate their debts 
away. 
The means of obtaining the 
ideal of inflation was simply 
allowing the government to 
reduce the gold and silver 
content of the coin of the realm. 
Nowadays 
our banking in­ 
stitutions are helpful: they can 
issue paper money on the basis 
of 
government 
bonds 
(“monetizing the public debt” 
as economists say). 
But since 1968, when we 
completely 
abolished 
the 
discipline of a required gold 
backing for our paper money, 
we simply print. Freeing the 
treasury’s printing press from 
any restraint was legislated in 
1968 
with 
almost 
no 
congressional debate and with 
no public outcry. Today our 
government even sells some of 


its gold in order to prevent a 
return of goldbacking of pap or 
and in order to reduce the 
market value of gold so that 
other countries will be stymied 
in maintaining an honest 
currency. 
Inflation as the word indicates 
means the Mowing of air, i.e. of 
paper, into the money supply. 
For a while it mate everybocfy 
happy. Everybody likes more 
money. 
But 
in 
the 
long 
run 
disillusionment begins to set in. 
More and more people find their 
income growing at less than the 
inflation rate. More and more 
people see their savings melt 
away. At the same time business 
watches its customers melt 
away. 
In some ways inflation 
damages business even more 
directly. Interest rates rise, 
liquidity 
becomes expensive 
and sometimes impossible to 
obtain. Taxes are paid not so 
much on the money flow as on 
the sterile increase in the value 
of unsalable inventories. At that 
time and place a new theory 
comes in handy. 
In 1958 the British economist 
A.W. Phillips found that in­ 
flation and unemployment can 
be traded off against each other. 
This theory has produced an 
increasing controversy among 
economists, but it is still the 
official doctrine of our gover­ 
nment. 
Our own history, where 
progress and price stability 
usually have coincided should 
have warned us. Of course, 
there is a certain trivial truth in 
Professor Phillips’ theory. If we 
make enough people unem­ 
ployed and poor, business will 
probably have to sell below cost. 
But the magnitudes are greater 
than at the time Phillips wrote. 
Eight per cent unemployment 
now seems not enough to reduce 
prices. Perhaps we forgot that 
our welfare system, including 
unemployment insurance. 


maintains 
some 
purchasing 
power. On the other hand we 
have not seen very much in­ 
crease of employment lately at a 
15 per cent rate of inflation. 
Perhaps neither unemployment 
nor inflation were high enough- 
but already both of them are 
politically troublesome. In 
reality, of course, inflation and 
unemployment reinforce each 
other as even the non-economist 
should have seen by now. 
So one has a hard time 
assuming that inflation is the 
only way to encouraging em­ 
ployment. It only increases the

If we keep dancing to the

using, or rather misusing, our 
financial institutions, we are 
bound to destroy these in­ 
stitutions and some of our 
political institutions with them. 
It is probable that we have come 
too far already to do the only 
remedial thing-to stop the 
presses printing the money. It 
will be bad for most of us, 
catastrophic for some, and it 
definitely will not cure unem­ 
ployment. 
But even the most horrendous 
mismanagement 
will 
leave 
intact enough of our natural and 
human resources to enable us to 
work our way up again-not on 
credit 
but 
on work-unless 
desperation drives us to war. We 
have run up a big bill in our 
economy and there is no doubt 
that we shall have to pay it, not 
in inflated paper but in work. 
This is the real issue in our 
elections in 1976.

When can a 
tax decrease 
actually become an increase? 
The case of the upcoming vote 
on Proposition 2—the removal of 
sales tax on food and drugs may 
present Missourians with just 
such a dilemma. 
Those who gathered enough 
petitions this summer to have 
their proposal placed on the 
ballot this fall say the tax is 
regressive, an unfair burden on 
the poor. No question about it, it 
is not the most equitable tax on 
the books. 
The poor and the elderly on 
fixed 
income 
find 
their 
resources so depleted by the end 
of the month in many cases 
they’ll go without food or 
medicine 
until their social 
security checks finally arrive in 
the mail. The money saved on 
food and drug taxes could aid an 
elderly man or woman not yet 
eligible for social security but 
unable to find a job or the 
resources to pay for the 
medication he or she needs. 
But the actual chances of the

legislators have be* predic­ 
ting—that die state’s lawmakers 
are not going to make up the 
projected $140 to »ISO million in 
lost taxes through a politically 
unpopular addition to the state 
income tax. Legislators will 
predictably vote for a less 
controversial increase in the 
state sales tax of one or even two 
cents. And then who benefits? 
Certainly not the poor. They will 
be paying less for food and drugs 
but more for everything else. 
And then there are the 
municipalities. While the state 
legislators will concern them­ 
selves with increasing state 
taxes to make up the state 
deficit, they are not going to 
worry about lost revenue to the 
cities and towns. The City of St. 
Louis, for example, stands to 
lose up to a fourth of its total 
income if the food and drug tax 
is eliminated. City fathers wUl 
have to come up with an ad­ 
ditional »10 million to make up 
for the lost revenue—or cut 
services so deep they will be 
virtually nonexistent. 
So where do thè cities turn for 
their lost revenues? Where have 
they always turned? 
The 
property tax, of course. The 
most inequitable tax of all. But 
the cities will have to raise those 
tftxes 
or 
cut 
their 
ser­ 
vices—many of which directly 
benefit the poor. 
Perhaps 
the entire 
tax 
structure within the state is 
inequitable 
and

overhauling as proponents of 
Proposition 2 profess. But doing 
it in a piece-meal manner by 
working on one tax area at a 
time will only serve to further 
cloud and entangle the state’s 
already muddy tax picture to 
the benefit of no one.

recognized 
inflation as a political rather 
than economic problem, or, one 
might say, a method of social 
warfare that can be operated in 
the dark of public ignorance. Of 
course, in addition to the pur­ 
pose of inflation for social 
warfare, the practical abolition 
of the public debt by inflation 
played its role in many nations 
G overnm ents 
do 
not 
go 
bankrupt even in cases erf most 
outrageous 
mismanagement, 
they simply inflate their debts 
away. 
The means of obtaining the 
ideal of inflation was simply 
allowing 
the 
government to 
reduce 
the gold and silver 
content of the coin of the realm 
Nowadays 
our 
banking 
in­ 
stitutions are helpful: they can 
issue paper money on the basis 
of 
governm ent 
bonds 
(“ monetizing the public debt" 
as economists say). 
But 
since 1968. 
when we 
com pletely 
abolished 
the 
discipline of a required gold 
backing for our paper money, 
we simply print. Freeing the 
treasury's printing press from 
any restraint was legislated in 
1968 
with 
alm ost 
no 
congressional debate and with 
no public outcry 
Today our 
government even sells some of 


its gold in order to prevent a 
return of goldbacking of paper 
and in order to reduce the 
market value of gold so that 
other countries will be stymied 
in 
m aintaining 
an 
honest 
currency. 
Inflation as the word indicates 
means the blowing of air, i.e. of 
paper, into the money supply 
For a while it makes everybody 
happy 
Everybody likes more 
money, 
But 
in 
the 
long 
run 
disillusionment begins to set in. 
More and more people find their 
income growing at less than the 
inflation rate More and more 
people see their savings melt 
away. At the same time business 
watches 
its customers melt 
away. 
In 
some 
ways 
inflation 
damages business even more 
directly. 
Interest rates rise, 
liquidity 
becomes 
expensive 
and sometimes impossible to 
obtain. Taxes are paid not so 
much on the money flow as on 
the sterile increase in the value 
of unsalable inventories. At that 
time and place a new theory 
comes in handy 
In 1958 the British economist 
A W 
Phillips found that in­ 
flation and unemployment can 
be traded off against each other. 
This theory has produced an 
increasing controversy among 
economists, but it is still the 
official doctrine of our gover­

Our 
own history, 
where 
progress and price stability 
usually have coincided should 
have warned us 
Of course, 
there is a certain trivial truth in 
Professor Phillips' theory If we

other as even the non-economist 
should have seen by now 
So one has a hard time 
assuming that inflation is the 
only way to encouraging em ­ 
ployment.

The great art of writing, said

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Tree's friend is cold person 


COLUMBIA, Mo. — To a tree, 
Greg Brown is a ‘ ‘cold” person. 
On more than one occasion he 
has calmly watched little 
seedlings freeze to death. 
Then he has torn apart the 
seedlings-right down to their 
cells-to And out why some trees 
are more cold-hardy than 
others. 
The “autopsies" are begin­ 
ning to pay off. The University 
of Missouri-Cohimbia professor 
of forestry had identified fac­ 
tors 
ranging from a "super­ 
cooling” phenomenon to a built- 
in "antifreeze” that could help 
us have more cold-hardy trees in 
the years ahead. 
And he and his colleagues 
vhave isolated and identified a 
glycoprotein (a protein bound 
with sugars) which binds the 
water in the cells and keeps it 
from turning into ice. They 
Jound the glycoprotein in black 
locusts, well-known for their 
tardiness. Similar glycoprotein 
lias been found in fish which live 
In the Antarctic Sea. 
- Brown’s basic research fin- 
jdings will be used by plant 
breeders who will now be better 
«ble to select for cold hardiness. 
Dthers will use his information 
to develop chemicals that will 
«timulate plants to produce 
glycoprotein or other forms of 
plant “antifreeze.” 
Manufacturers are already 


selling cyro (cold) protectants 
which 
basically 
slow 
plant 
growth. "Dormant plants are 
more hardy,” explained Brown. 
The UMC research will help 
protect trees from early fall 
freezes and late spring freezes- 
something that would be worth 
millions of dollars to the fruit 
and nursery industries. 
“And by extending a tree’s 
hardiness, we could introduce 
desirable species into areas 
where they couldn’t grow 
before,” said Brown. 
One of the most cold-hardy 
trees is the black locust. It 
survives harsh weather much 
better than the hickories, black 
walnuts, redbuds, cottonwoods 
and others. 
Brown said there are three 
main reasons for the black 
locust’s cold-toughness. 
One is the glycoprotein ex­ 
plained earlier. 
Another is that the locust, like 
other cold-hardy plants, has a 
special type of cell membrane 
that tends to keep ice out of the 
plant’s cells. The membrane 
also allows water to move out of 
the cells more quickly. Without 
water in them, ice can’t form. 
“It’s the formation of ice that 
kills the cells,” said Brown. “If 
this happens in the ‘vital’ parts 
of the tree-like the bud tips- 
results 
are 
fatal. 
Fruit 
production is lost for at least a 


year, and the tree may never 
recover.” 
Another factor which makes 
trees more cold-hardy is the 
“supercooling” 
phenomenon. 
“Without going into a lot of 
physiology,” said Brown, “some 
plants have mechanisms which 
tend to keep ice crystals from 
forming. For example, in trees 
like black locusts, cellular ice 
crystals won’t form until cell 
sap 
reaches 
15 
degrees 
Farenheit or below.” 
Another minor reason for 
black locust’s toughness is their 


built-in “antifreeze." 
“Living cells contain lots of 
sugars and other organic sub­ 
stances which act as an an­ 
tifreeze,” said Brown. “Just like 
the antifreeze in your car, they 
lower the freezing point and 
protect plants at colder tem­ 
peratures.” 
Now that UMC researchers 
have identified the processes 
which 
affect 
cold-hardiness, 
Brown said the next step is 
manipulating these processes- 
for the benefit of trees and their 
friends.

in “antifreeze ’ that could help 
us ha ve more cold-hardy trees in 
the years ahead 
And he and his colleagues 
have isolated and identified a 
glycoprotein (a protein bound 
with sugars) which binds the 
water in the cells and keeps it 
from turning into ice 
They 
found the glycoprotein in black 
locusts, well-known for their 
hardiness Similar glycoprotein 
has been found in fish which live 
in the Antarctic Sea 
Brown's basic research fin 
.dings will be used by plant 
breeders who will now be better 
able to select for cold hardiness. 
Others will use his information 
1o develop chemicals that will 
stimulate

glycoprotein or other forms of 
plant "antifreeze ” 
Manufacturers are already 


selling cyro (cold) protectants 
which 
basically 
slow 
plant 
growth 
“ Dormant plants are 
more hardy," explained Brown 
The UMC research will help 
protect trees from early fall 
freezes and late spring freezes- 
something that would be worth 
millions of dollars to the fruit 
and nursery industries 
“ And by extending a tree's 
hardiness, we could introduce 
desirable species into areas 
where 
they 
couldn't 
grow 
before,' ’ said Brown. 
One of the most cold-hardy 
trees is the black locust. It 
survives harsh weather much 
better than the hickories, black 
walnuts, redbuds, cottonwoods 
and others 
Brown said there are three 
main reasons for the black 
locust's cold-toughness. 
One is the glycoprotein ex­ 
plained earlier. 
Another is that the locust, like 
other cold-hardy plants, has a 
special type of cell membrane 
that tends to keep ice out of the 
plant’s cells 
The membrane 
also allows water to move out of 
the cells more quickly. Without 
water in them, ice can’t form

Another factor which makes 
trees more cold-hardy is the 
““supercooling"

“ Without going into a lot of 
physiology," said Brown, “some 
plants have mechanisms which 
tend to keep ice crystals from 
forming For example, in trees 
like black locusts, cellular ice 
crystals won’t form until cell 
sap 
reaches 
15 
degrees 
Farenheit or below ” 
Another 
minor reason for 
black locust's toughness is their 


built-in “antifreeze ” 
‘“Living cells contain lots of 
sugars and other organic sub­ 
stances which act as an an­ 
tifreeze," said Brown. “Just like 
the antifreeze in your car, they 
lower the freezing point and 
protect plants at colder tem­ 
peratures." 
Now that UMC researchers 
have identified the processes
